Drew 
All isEued this order: 

'I hereby warn all Moors that they must cease 
frem all radical or agitating speechos 'while on 
their jobs, or in thair homes, or on tho streets*

”Drew Ali*§ loadarship ms soon oontQstdd* In 1929 ho booeoii© 
embroiled in a quarrel i?ith Claude Groon, politician and former 
butler of Julius Soseirv^ald, rdio preTiously had joined the toii^lo* 
One day Drew arrlvod at hia office to find that Irocnc had movod 
all the furniturQ outside and doclarod himself Orand Shoik» A 
civil T/ar ensued^ caoh faction enlisting support from tcii^lcs 
in Gthcr cities# GrcLno shot and stabbed to ctcath in his

body. Johnson, a man of action, invaded the office of Ifealy 
anolhci a spirant, and demanded recognition as Grand Shoilc. 

Moaiy El demur rod and received a terrific mauling- Johnson then 
dispatched his henchmen to kidnap Kirkman Bey, who claimed 
possession of Drew Ali^s last will and testament.

"January 8, the Prephet's birthday, is a eptcial occasion in 
all temples. Full Moorish regalia is worn by these members 
who can affort it, and there is likely to be feasting and die-- 
trlbution of gifts as in Christmas celebrations in Christian 
churches. A number of unconverted guests are invitedj the 
customary speeches take on a more evangelistic tone* Exposi- 
tions of the teachings and principles of the Prophet are offered 
in a simplified form for the benefit of those st^ll under the 
influence of Christianity, called "The Folly.’
